Christmas village reminds father of daughter’s battle, victory over childhood cancer

Christmas means some¬ 
thing just a little bit more for 
Billy Lannigan. 

The Crittenden resident’s 
daughter, Michelle Rose, was 


18 months old when he was 
told that she had stage four 
neuroblastoma, a rare cancer 
that develops in tissues of the 
lymphatic nervous system. 

Doctors at Cincinnati 
Children’s Hospital had to per¬ 
form a risky surgery on the 


infant to remove the tumor. 

“It was devastating,” 
Lannigan said. “It was an 
18-hour surgery. They cut her 
in two pieces and removed 
every body organ. The tumor 
ran all the way through her 
whole body.” 


Even if she made it 
through the surgery, 
Lannigan said he was 
told little Michelle would 
only have a 10 to 15-per¬ 
cent chance of survival.

PEDESTRIAN KILLED IN WEEKEND ACCIDENT

A Union man was killed while walking 
along Ky. 36 on Dec. 16. 

William “Jargo” Bowling, 53, was struck 
by a pickup truck driven by Sheila Ray, 36, 
of Williamstown around 8 p.m. in the 3000 
block of Ky. 36. Ray was driving a 2001 
Dodge pickup and was traveling east. 

According to Kentucky State Police, Ray 
was unable to avoid hitting Bowling because 
he was walking in the road and there was 


oncoming traffic. 

Bowling was transported by helicopter to 
University of Cincinnati Hospital where he 
was pronounced dead at 3:45 a.m. 

Police said Ray was not under the influ¬ 
ence of alcohol at the time of the accident, 
but they believe that Bowling had been 
drinking. 

“Alcohol may have been involved. 
Alcohol was found on him (Bowling),” said 
Trooper David Jones, public information 
officer for the Kentucky State Police. 


Jones said police do not know why 
Bowling was walking on Ky. 36 nor where 
he was headed at the time of the accident. 

The accident remains under investigation 
by Trooper Darren Kinman. 

Funeral services for Bowling will be held 
at 2 p.m. Friday, Dec. 21 at the Hamilton- 
Stanley Funeral Home in Verona. Burial will 
be in the New Bethel Cemetery in Verona.

In January, a healthy 
Michelle will turn 20. 

Michelle spent seven years 
in and out of the hospital for 
checkups and tests before she 
was cleared of the cancer 

She was allowed to go 
home right before Christmas 
after recovering for a month 
from her initial surgery. 

“I remember standing there 
and I couldn’t do nothing but 
stomp my feet because I was 
so excited,” Lannigan said. “It 
was like, ‘Oh my God, I get to 
bring my baby home.’ It was 
something.” 

Not even having a 
Christmas tree up, Lannigan 
made it a priority to stop at Van 
Leunens in Edgewood for dec¬ 
orations. 

His purchase of a Dickens 
Christmas Village display was 
the start of an annual tradition 
that still flourishes today. 

That one box has led to an 


entire town, featuring carolers, 
an outdoor ice skating rink, 
Elvis’ Graceland, a movie the¬ 
ater and more, set up in 
Lannigan’s family room. 

The lighted-collection with 
a star-sprinkled background 
has gotten so large that he can 
only set up about half of the 
ever-changing display. 

“I call it Boo Boo Town,” 
Lannigan said. “That’s what I 
called her when she was little, 
Boo Boo.” 

The construction of the 
town begins every year 
Thanksgiving evening and the 
village remains until Jan. 2. 

It usually takes a week to 
set up the nearly 60 buildings 
and townspeople and wire the 
display with lights. 

“My favorite is the movie 
theater showing ‘It’s a 
Wonderful Life,”’ Lannigan 
said. “My dad went all over 
town to get that for me before 
he died. When I was a kid, he 
was a Christmas nut. That’s 
where I get it from. We come 


from a family of six and 
Christmas a big time of the 
year.” 

Every year, Lannigan buys 
at least one addition to the ever¬ 
growing village. 

This year, he added tall 
trees to the town and a surprise 
jolly old visitor who brings 
toys to all the boys and girls. 

Michelle now sets up the 
village as an annual tradition. 

“I think it’s awesome,” she 
said. “This year, I really like 
the flying Santa. But, I was 
really excited when we got 
Ralphie’s house from ‘A 
Christmas Story.’ It even has 
the leg lamp. Last year, I 
brought my youth group from 
Violet Ridge Christian to see it. 
They really loved it.” 

A storage room filled with 
15 30-gallon containers houses 
the village until it is time to 
bring the town to life again. 

“Little kids look at it and 
think it’s neat,” he said.

Evil hates

Newtown, Conn., an idyllic New England town 
that’s about the same size as Frankfort, had no reason to 
suspect it was vulnerable to the rage that led Adam 
Lanza last Friday to blast his way into Sandy Hook 
Elementary School and massacre 20 children and six 
adults before taking his own life. Earlier in the day, he’d 
used a .22 rifle to kill his mother, a gun collector, in her 
bed. He took some of her weapons and drove her car to 
Sandy Hook. 

In trying to understand why this happened and how 
to reduce the chance it’ll happen again, we must 
remember that the U.S. Constitution still gives us the 
right to bear arms. Some consider this right an anachro¬ 
nism, a relic from colonial days when our forefathers 
relied on flintlocks in the event of Indian attack or brig- 
andry on the early American frontier, or to serve in the 
militia - cited in the constitution as one justification for 
gun bearing. 

Today’s world is as dangerous, if not more so, in 
some ways. Our population is big and sprawling and the 
chance of some police officer happening by at the exact 
moment a drug-crazed home invader crashes through 
your front door is not comforting. People still need 
home protection, and some also feel compelled to carry 
concealed weapons on their daily business outside the 
home. 

Limits on the right to bear arms have always been 
with us. There are places you just don’t take them. 
Airline passengers were forbidden to bring guns aboard 
even before the Sept. 11, 2001, terror attacks; the 
hijackers, armed with box-cutters, still managed to take 
over four airplanes and crash three of them into iconic 
buildings. 

Maybe the restrictions we have are insufficient. 
Some argue assault weapons, highly efficient killing 
machines designed for combat, have no place in civilian 
gun cabinets. Adam Lanza is believed to have wielded 
a Bushmaster AR-15 rifle in his Newtown rampage. 
Congress, under pressure from the gun-rights lobby, 
allowed a ban on the AR-15 and other assault weapons 
to expire in 2004. President Obama suggested after 
Friday’s tragedy that the nation, regardless of politics, 
has to do something. He didn’t elaborate. 

The familiar mantra of rights advocates holds that 
guns don’t kill people - people kill people. And that’s 
true, but rapid-fire weaponry does make the job easier. 

Many if not most of the people who kill people are 
emotionally troubled. The Associated Press quoted an 
acquaintance of the Sandy Hook shooter as saying he 
was “very different and very shy and didn’t make an 
effort to interact with anybody in class.” That fits the 
profile of killers in previous shooting sprees. It also 
more or less describes many other lonely young men 
going through a “phase.” They may grow out of it. 

They may end up taking their own lives without ever 
posing a threat to others. Or they may want to share 
their misery. 

Laws intended to keep guns away from the danger¬ 
ously mentally ill are either too weak or inadequately 
enforced. But diagnosing everyone who’s sick enough 
to consider mass murder would be unrealistic. There are 
ample questions about the affordability of the Affordable 
Care Act without ordering psychiatric evaluations for 
314 million Americans. 

This nation does need common-sense regulations on 
the most sophisticated weaponry and it should try 
harder to identify and treat the mentally disturbed. But 
there are limits to how far it can or should go. Sadly, 
there are times when evil won’t be denied.

Beach touched many lives

read while attending her funeral on 
Thursday. I would like to share how 
Mrs. Beach’s gracious giving touched 
my life as well as other lives around 
the world. 

My church and I happen to be a 
recipient of her graciousness. I am 
Bonnie Johnson French, the step¬ 
daughter of Agnes Beach Johnson 
and had the opportunity to meet her 
mother Mrs. Beach. I was aware of 
her gifts and talents. I mentioned to 
her that our church was taking a mis¬ 
sion trip and could use some dolls 
for children and that was all it took. 

In 2008, Severn’s Valley Baptist 
Church in Elizabethtown, Ky. par¬ 
ticipated in an Evangelistic/Medical 
Mission to Juazerio, Brazil, which is 
a rural town of 5,000 people. Most 
live in poverty and several do not 
have running water or bathroom 
facilities. Children run around bare¬ 
foot and have little clothing. Agnes 
Beach volunteered to prepare hun¬ 
dreds of dolls for these children to 
receive after conducting a Bible 
School in Juazerio. As you addressed 
in your article, she lovingly prepared 
each doll with a name tag to include 
a first and middle name as well as a 
scripture verse and then gently 
wrapped each in tissue paper before 
placing them in a box. These were 
then repacked into a large suitcase 
for transfer to Brazil. 

A lot of lives were touched in this 
rural community as about 700 hun¬ 
dred people walked for miles around 
to receive healthcare and 70 people 
accepted Jesus and were saved dur¬ 
ing one of our church services. Seeds 
were sown with Mrs. Beach’s dolls 
as each child was allowed to choose 
a doll from the box after Bible School. 
It was amazing to watch as the chil¬ 
dren’s eyes lit up, and you could see 
the change from sadness to one of joy 
and hope. Her goodness is a witness 
to all as she spread “hope and joy” 


with her dolls around the world. It 
was like she was saying “go and 
tell”. Thank you Agnes Beach for 
your ministry ... I know God has 
great plans for you.

Slailings flock 


L ast Sunday I felt like I was under 
siege! There were starlings every¬ 
where; so much so that I feared being 
splattered with poop at every turn. The surpris¬ 
ing thing about starlings is that they are every¬ 
where yet not from here. It’s another story of 
one good intention going bad. Apparently back 
in 1890, in honor of a Shakespeare festival in 
New York City’s Central Park, 60 European star¬ 
lings were released. The following year another 
40 were released and today the bird is one of the 
most numerous species in North America. 

Most species that adapt to city life seem to do 
well in North America. The Starlings settled in 
and started raising their families under the eaves 
of the American History Museum; then they 
spread from town to town dropping down in 
flocks to feed on grubs in our suburban lawns. 
They made it from Central Park to Southern 
California in about 70 years. 

Starlings are social birds 


Have you really ever looked closely at a star¬ 
ling; they are quite pretty, almost like an irides¬ 
cent fiber-optic decoration, this is their summer 
costume. This time of the year, however, they are 
a bit dull but still interesting enough. They grow 
new white tipped feathers in the fall, which make 
them look spotted. 

It’s funny, really, what qualities help to define 
a bird as a nuisance. One, alone, could be appreci¬ 
ated but they never arrive alone. These highly 
social birds usually flock in the hundreds. That’s 
why they get bad press. I hate when they land in 
the side yard or on the roof (where we collect our 
water) because of some sort of perceived threat 
that comes with numbers and the poop they leave 
behind. Images of Alfred 
Hitchcock’s “The Birds” 
flash in my head. 

The reality is that 
Starlings predominately 
eat insects and soft fruit 
so they could be consid¬ 
ered beneficial if they 
eat Japanese beetle 
grubs from the lawn; 
right? They are good at 
aerating our lawns as 
they push their beaks 
into the ground to 
expose their meal, right? 
On the other hand they 
can strip a cherry 
orchard in one sitting; or poop all over the drive 
way, or make you nervous with all their chatter-

Starling Roost 

Starlings are relatives of the myna bird known 
for its ability to imitate other birds and humans. 
Mynas can be taught to talk, even. Starlings 
mostly chatter among themselves during the day 
as they move in flocks and at night when they 
roost in trees. Their roosting sites en mass can 
make for some seriously messy morning-afters. 
This is one of the number one reason why we do 
not have any bamboo at the farm because large 
clusters of bamboo are a favorite Starling roost. 

At last count participants in the Great 
Backyard Bird Count have counted on average 
about 14,000 Starlings in Indiana; and over 
12,000 in Kentucky. It is estimated that there are 
200 million across the North American conti¬ 
nent! 

Another strange sight you may notice in the 
skies these days (or eerie cooing sound) is the 
northward migration of Sandhill Cranes. This is 
something to pause and look up for (unlike the 
Starlings.) The cranes circle in the skies as they 
move northward from Florida. The Cranes win¬ 
tering in Arizona and New Mexico take a differ¬ 
ent route but they all wind up in the same staging 
area in Kearney, Nebraska where there is a mass 
convergence of cranes in March and April for 
refueling on the Platte River before they continue 
their migration northward. The instinct of the 
Sandhill crane is strong and the adaptability of 
the Starling impressive.. .oh no, here they come.

Caramel 

2 cups white sugar 
4 qt saucepan 
2 cups evaporated milk 
Vi cup butter 
2 cups white corn syrup 
A pinch of salt 
2 tsp vanilla 

Add sugar, salt and syrup, stirring 
occasionally until it reaches 240 degrees. 
Add butter. Gradually stir in milk, so 
that mixture does not stop boiling. Stir 
constantly, cook rapidly to 235 degrees 
(mixture should be thick and sticks eas¬ 
ily.) Add vanilla. Pour into greased (but¬ 
ter). Coo. Cut with a heavy sharp knife, 
using in a sawing motion. Wrap in waxed 
paper. Butter two cookies sheets/ 

For Turtles 

Place pecan pieces on waxed paper, 
about two inches apart while caramel is 
still warm. Pour a spoonful on center of 
nuts. Coat with chocolate after Carmel 
cools. The caramel can be cut in half.
